Tommy Fong and his 
Enchanted World 


“Tommy”Fong，as he is affec- 
:ionately known to friends，was 
or in Kwangtung province of 
~hina in 1914. He emigrated to 
San Francisco in 1929,at theageof 
15. To sustain his family during the 
Depression，Iommy Fong worked 
Seven days a week on a variety of 
jobs，including many small busi- 
nesses of his own. During this time， 
he attended night schoolto perfect 

his English . 

In 1938，MTr. Fong opened a 
jewelry store ip Chinatown， 
“Tommy's Jewelry,” which his 
wife Eva still operates today. At 
the same time, he Purchased some 
reclaimed alkaline lands in the Im- 
perial Valley and began working to 
convert it to arable acreage.、 In 
1941， he and his wife closed the 
jewelry store and went to live on 
the farm ful-time。Within three 
years, the land was reclaimed and 
producing a fine crop of vegetables 
and alfalfa。 During this period， 
Tommy Fong became a successful 
farmer and learned a great deal 
about the brokering of farm com- 
modities. 

After the war，the Fong family 
Imoved back to _ the city and re- 
opened the jewelry store，and 


Tommy Fong，with an eye to the 
rapidljy developing Bay Area, began 
buying property and constructing 
apartmentbuildings. 

In 1962, Tommy Fong sold the 
farm and，with the profits，Pur- 
chased the Smith-Anderson Mill 
building，then on the outskirts of 
Fisherman's Wharf. Seeing that 
areaas an expanding entertainment 
center for the city，he conceived 
the idea to open a wax museurm in 
San Francisco the following year. 
The enterprises Proved so successS- 
ful in its first year that TIommy 
Fong ， subsequently ”contacted 
Josephine Tussaudin London, Pro- 
ducers since 1897 of the finest wax 
figures in the world, to create 3 
bigger and better exhibition. In 
May 1964, the Wax Museum with 
its permanent collection opened to 
the public and has done a thriving 
business ever Since. 

While attending the New York 
World's Fair,Tommy Fongbecame 
obsessed with the idea of electronic 
animation and decided to develop 
such a feature for the Wharf. This 
idea evolved into an animated ride 
which would focus on San Fran- 
cisco?s history and highlight the 
mjxture of ipternational groups 


that cojlectbvely gave the city its 
flavor. In order to achieve authen- 
ticity in this ride,Tommy Fong has 
since become an expert on the 
city's history and can easily discuss 
for hours obscure details and tid- 
bits of San Francisco lore. 

The Enchanted World of San 
Francisco is the product of Tommy 
Fong's delight with electronic ani- 
mation and .his passion for the 
city"s _ history。 Tourists and resl- 
dents alike will soon be able to 
board miniature cable cars and 
journey past fourteen fully ani- 
mated scenes that depict various 
historical events of San Erancisco. 
Opened June 23rd, The Enchanted 
World was five years in develop- 
ment, at a cost of over $1 million. 

Tommy Fong，in addition to 
Overseeing his attractions ”on 
Fisherman's Wharf, is still actively 
involved in real estate develop- 
ments. He was instrumental in the 
forming of the Bank of Trade in 
Chinatown，and，at one time， 
served as Chairman of the Board， 
He is a member of Downtown 
Rotary and is active in the Chinese 
community. Mr. Fong，his wife， 
Eva, and their three children live in 
San Francisco.

Integration 


Order due 
by July 9 


United States District Judge 
Stanley Weigel said last Friday that 
he plans to _ continue indefinitely 
his _ control over school desegrega- 
tion here and will issue an order “in 
the near future” that all elemen- 
tary schools be integrated by 
September 8. 

The order js expected to come on 
orbefore July 9 . 

Which of two competing integra- 
tion plans the judge will pick 一 下 
either 一 remained undecided. 

One，the 也 orseshoe Plan，was 
submitted by the school district. 
The second，now called the Eree- 
dom Plan，was submitted by the 
NAACP. Both were drawn up 
cormpliance with an earlier order of 
the court. 

Meanwhlle, two attorneys,Trepre- 
senting the Chinese American Citi- 
Zens Alliance，have filed briefs in 
the United States District Courtto 
block the busing of Chinese school 
children 诸 a school desegregation 
plan is put into effect in the fal. 

Attorneys Quentin 工 . 必 opP and 
William Jack Chow asked to be 
allowed to intervene in the desegre- 
gation suit brought by theNAACP 
against the San Francisco School 
District. 

They also asked that theNAACP 
and the school board be enjoined 
from busing Chinese students “and 
from discriminating against them 
because of their race and denying 
them equal educational opPortu- 
nity.” 

KopP and Chow indicated they 
were particujarly interested in the 
fate of children at the Jean Parker， 
Washington JIrving，and Commo- 
dore Stockton schools. 

These three schools, according to 
the briefs，have about 1700 Chi- 
nese students and only a sprinkjling 
of students of other racial or ethnic 
groups.

What 让 
Imeans is that effective June 4, the 
day the Plan was originally an- 
nounced，any contractor or sub- 
contractor bidding on Federally 
financed or subsidized construc- 
tion Projects costing $500,000 or 
more will have to come up with 
specific minority-hiring goajls in the 
five ， covered trades: electrical， 
plumbing and pipefitting，struc- 
tural metal, sheet metal and asbes- 
tos、， 

Furthermore，once a _ contractor 
gets a federal contract，any of his 
non-Federally-involved construc- 
tion work must also have similar 
goals，Nathaniel Pierson，Special 
Assistant to OFCC told a group of 
compliance officers.

Sacramento cleric 


Rev. Hiram Fong

Sacramento 一 “Tm a poor man but Tm rich in spirit, ， 工 feel 


blessed God has chosen me to be an instrument in this community.” 


That statement was made in 1968 by the Rev: Hiram Fong when 
he was honored at a testimonial dinner formally :marking his Tetire- 
ment as pastor of Sacramento's Chinese United Methodist Church 
for 43 yearsS. 

Now，Rev. Fong is .dead at the age of 76, leaving behind him 


years of Chinese community serVice as 3a minister，banker，restaurT- 


anteur，and officer of various organizations and projects。 He was 
found dead in his home by a niece on June 24 也 . 

In the course of his 43 yearis as pastor of the Chinese United 
Methodist Church，EFong supervised the fund-raising for and the con- 
struction of two successive church buildings in 1926 and 1960. 

The current church, at 2470 28th Avenue，was built in 1960. 

At his 1968 testimonial dinner，Fong was credited with “pioneerT: 
ing the Oriental work of the church in the Northern California-Ne- 
vada area . . . Hiram came to the rescue of the Chinese Methodist 
Church at least a half-dozen times when it might have folded.” 


Though retired, he still managed a family restaurant on 8th St， | 
Fong was born in the Toishan District of 玫 wangtung Province 
in China.。 He was one of seven children and learned English at an 
elementary school in China。 Although his father was a Confucian， 
Fong was introduced to Christianity at school，converting to 让 
IWhen he came to America 识 1917. 
Fong retruned to China for a visit in 1937，and came back with 
a Wife, Yut Quay Wong Eong，who died in Sacramento in 19617. 
Eong and his wife are survived by sons,，Harry and Hiram JI. 
of Sacramento and Joseph O. of Hayward, and daughters 天 atherine 
Moy and Betty Eng of Sacramento and Eva Pond of San Franciscor 
and eight grandchildren and one great-grandchild. 


Fong's pastorate existed concurrently with his banking careerT， 
which began in 1921 and ended with his retirement 雇 1962， 了 e 
Was Imanger of the Chinese department of the Bank of America 
(6th and K Street9，which was known as the Bank of Italy when 
Fong first-started work there-. 

In between the ministry and banking，Fong'also took part 识

piesident of thbe Chinese Benevolent Association and War bond 
chairman of the Chinese community for which he won a U.S. Trea- 
SUIY Department medal. 

He started a Chinese language School 记 his church and was in- 
strumental in organizing a single Chinese language school for all 
lthe city 雇 the Chinese Commnunity Center.，He has been chairman 
of the Board of Directors of the Chinese School. 

He has been both a chairman and secretary,of the local 下 uo- 
imintang，Vice-president and secretary of the S$oo Yuen Benevolent 
Association，and chairman of the Anti-Communist League and the 
Chinese Republican party ip Sacramento-. 

More iecently，he was chairman of 记 he board of the Ping Yuen

CHINESE AXES MADE 
FROM IRON METEORITES 


WASHINGTON，D.C.-In 1931， 
two ancient weapons，a broad ax 
and a dagger ax，were dug up in 
China's Honan Province. Engraved 
with designs of stylized dragons 
and inlaid with glass, the axes were 
dated as belonging to the early 


Chou dynasty (about 1,000 B.C.). 


But one thing puzzled archaeolo- 
gists: the blades of the axes were 
made of iron,， yet China's iron age 
didn't begin until 600 B.C.--400 
years after the axes were made. 

Now Rutherford J. Gettens and 
W. I. Chase of the Smithsonian 
Jnstitution'"s Freer Gallery of Art 
and Roy SClarke Jr. of the 
National Museum of Natural His- 
tory have established that the 
weapons were fashioned from iron 
Imeteorltes-. 

The Chinese are not the only 
to have used meteoric 
metal、Other cujltures used it for 
amulets，beads，and other orna- 


ments. But the Chinese blades are 
among the oldest known objects 
made from meteoric iron .

NEW YORK-It sounds like 
blackmail，but a man's life is at 
stake. The diary ofapopular young 
writer arrested last month by the 
Political Police in Taiwan is being 
circulated here Privately and is 
being translated and _ edited for 
possible publication. ， 

Apparently suspecting that he 
might one day be arrested，writer 
Li Ao sent some manuscripts 
abroad last year, including parts of 
his diary. The 37-year-old writer is 
well known for his satirical essays， 
in which he pokes fun at indi- 
viduals， institutions and society in 
general. 

The diary, written in a humorous 
vein，describes the activities of the 
political Police，who kept him 
under 24-hour surveillance for a 
year before his arrest，the intellj- 
gence- agencies involved，and the 
questioning and arrest of his 
friends. 


Friends of the writer are reluc- 
tant to make known details of the 
diary for fear that thepublicity will 
be harmful to Mr Li However， 


they say that they will publish itif |

NO CHARGES 

The Government has not made 
known any charges against Mr. Li. 

The pojitical police，besides fol- 
lowing him wherever he went, are 
sajid to have planted a number of 
listening devices in his house. In a 
conversation last December with a 
visiting American，Mr. Li said he 
had removed one of the “bugs”and 
mailed it to the Human Rights 
Commission of the United.

As with a similar one published 
earlier by the Univ。 of Calif. at 
Davis (4szazts 纠 447aerzca: Selected 
Stuadez 好 Papers reviewed in East/ 
West 4-7-71)，the Chzaese 47go- 
1LU 友 consists of papers written by 
students in Asian Studies. In any 
attempt to compare the quality of 
these two student works, one must 
be forewarned that the former was 
written by full time students in a 
four-year university, and the latter 
by “ persons attending evening 
“classes for adults” offered by a 
two-year college. 


Although many of the contribu- 
tors to CHze5e 475o70U1 have 
never written a college term paper 
before, they, according to the edi- 
tor, took the task with enthusiasm 
and vitality. Mrs. Hom states in the 
Preface: “We have attempted to 
keep this anthology light and hope- 
fully interesting with the intention 
of capturing the imnagination of the 
reader. Should he be motivated to

Purpose.” 


The anthology consists of eigh- 
teen papers,， some as brief as three 
Pages, and the longest twenty-five 
pages.

The editor admits that 
the topics were chosen casually and 
acknowledges that some important 
subjects have been overlooked.

captioned. Each article has its title 
also in Chinese. Interspersed 
throughout are_ Oriental paintings 
executed by a hobbyist in Chinese 
brush painting.

and,， of course, the History of the 
Chinese in Santa Clara_ County. 
The one on the New Almaden 
Quicksilver Mine is most intri- 
guing. Its _ author，undoubtedly 
due to time LIimitation，had not 
been abjle to_ determine with cer- 
tainty when the Chinese 匡 mperor 
sent his emissary to New Almaden 
to purchase Imercury. It is ques- 
tionable ~whether it could have 
been as early as 1851 as claimed 
by the curator of the museum at 
the mine: Interestingly，the Em- 
peror，as homage，subsequently 
sent 3 prefab -pagoda to New 
Almaden; it was dismantled in 
1928. It should be noted here that 
recent announcement was Iade 
that this historical mine is to be 
shut down due to the declining 
price of mercury and the current 
contamination scare.

The anthology has the following 
articles pertaining to Chinese cul- 
ture: Chinese Funerals，Art and 
Architecture of Maryknoll Semi- 
nary at Cupertino,， herbalism, and 
Chinese language schools. 

The personajities covered are: 
Thomas Foon Chew，founder of 
Bayside ”Cannery; the 天 wong 
Family and the meat markets; 
Sing Kee, the laundrymani Gerald 
Lee，owner of the Palace Market; 
Dr，Henry Wong Him，a Pear 
grower and herbist; and Sing KRee， 
a World War I hero。 The most 
absorbing report is the one on 
Thomas Foon Chew, a progressive 
businessman and”humanitarian， 
who died untimely at the age of 
42 in 1931. At one time his can- 
nery was the third largest in the 
United States, next to Del Monte 
and Libby. 


For its mext edition，I 4 
look forward to an article on the 
adjustment of the Chinese gentry 
and intellectuals，most of them 
non-Cantonese，who were admit- 
ted to the U.S. under the refugee 
provisions. Little 1s known about 
them，and it seems that a fairly 
large number of them live in the 
Palo Alto-Stanford area. 


An anthology written by stu- 
dents in the format of Cjz7zese 
475go7aUt8 is a relatively fast and 
effective way of uncovering 
materials for publication on the 
Chinese in a particular locality. It 
Immay well serve as a stimulus to 
other Asian Studies groups to take 
on a similar project.

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Tea and politics

On July 8, 1971, Mayor Joseph 
Alioto, Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. Thomas Shaheen,and Board of 
了 ducation members Dr. David San- 
chez, and Dr. Laurel Glass were the 
added attractions for atea party?” 
in honor of volunteer tutors from 
the San Francisco Education Aux- 
jliary，who give their time to tutor 
our city's public school children. 
Tea parties are usually adorned 
with bite-size cookies, tea/coffee， 
and polite nods and smiles from 
SOcCialite hosts-hostesses and appre- 
ciative guests. On this occasion (in 


the Green room of the Veterans》 


War Memorial Building overlook- 
ing City Hall), the usual tea party 
Paraphernalia prevailed，with one 
exXception: informational leaflets 
and two separate but related peti- 
tions were distributed to guests and 
hosts，with the opportunity for all 
to add their names in support of 
one of the petitions to the mayor. 
This added an unexpected political 
tone to the event for approximate- 
]Jy 1000 tutors--people of various 
ethnic groups，backgrounds，and 
ages，with the majority being highb 
school and college-age young ad- 
ults. 

The jleaflets were designed to 
raise questions about why there is 
such a prevalent need for tutorial 
Programs (which drain thousands 
of hours of manpower and energy 
from the community through vol- 
unteers), as well as to point outthe 
educational needs of minority 
communities。 Facts from the Re- 
port of the _ Citizens Advisory 
Committee on Integration were 
utilized to focus on deficiencies in 
the school system (e.g. Primarily 
minority chjldren get tutored， 
Since 2/3 of the students in the 
city'"s schools are non-white; can 
these children be expected to iden- 
tify with and learn from primarily 
whbite teachers 一 82.49% 一 and white 
fieljd administrative staff 一 79 另 ). 

The petitions 一 one，a general 
statement endorsed by different 
individuals and groupsrepresenting 
the city”s diverse minorities，and 
the other，a detajled statement 
from Chinatown tutorial groups 
advocating five specific recommen- 
dations for Chinatown?s educa-

tional needs 一 raised doubts abonut 
the use of tutorial services as a 
“band-aid” approach for dealing 
with the educational needs of the 
city's chljldren. 

This unorthodox apProach to the 
“tea party”was initiated by the 
Chinatown YWCA, which took ad- 
vantage of an invitation mistakenly 
extended to them by the SF. 
Education Auxiliary. Originally， 
the tea party was itended solely 
for .tutors working in the public 
schools; commtunity-based tutori- 
als were not being recognized. The 
Chinatown YWCA gained political 
leverage whenthe Auxiliary 一 tradi- 
tionally unresponsive to commu- 
nity collaboration 一 offered to ap- 
portion time for the presentation 
of petitions to the Mayor and the 
Board of Education during the tea 
party. This was Proposed by the 
Auxiliary in exchange for the can- 
cellation of a Planned demonstra- 
tion by the“Y”and other commu- 
nity tutorial Programs who were 
not officially invited. The fear of 
undesirable publicity (for the 
Auxiliary) and the need to reduce 
differences between school-based 
and community-based tutorial pro- 
grams seemed to be themotivating 
factors in the Auxiliary”s ,willing- 
ness to invite coordinators of com- 
munity tutorials to the“tea.” 了 du- 
cating People to see bpeyo7zc their 
existingtutorial involvement to the 
inadequacies of the school system 
which create and/or complicate the 
school childq's problems became a 
Primary emphasis of the“Y7” be- 
foreanzd during the teaparty. 

The petition endorsed by city- 
wide groups and individuals urged 
the Mayor to Support the recent 
affirmative action policies of Dr. 
Shaheen and the Board of Educa- 
tion regarding ， deselection of 
school administrators and teachers. 
One of therecommendations in the 
petition from Chinatown tutorial 
处 oups stated the need to select 3 
Chinese person to the Board of 
education. Since 159 of the city?s 
student Population is Chinese, the 
person must not only represent a 
major cross-Section of the Chinese 
community; he or she mustalsobe 
Sensitive to and knowledgeable 


about Chinese children (both im- 
migrant and American-born) and 
their needs--their  ， intellectual， 
Psychological, physical, and social 
development. In response to this 
particular recommendation，the

With major reforms needed im 
OUr Present School system，this 
encounter with political figures 
like the Mayor，Dr. Shaheen, and 
the .Board of Education helps to 
define important areas in which 
tutors can potentially operate as 
agents of change. Before tutors can 
actually implement reforms in the 
educational system,， however, they 
must corme to the realization that 
tutorial is indeed a band-aid ap- 
proach to the deficient school 
System. It is through participation 
in inpformative events 1like the 
“mayor's tea, ”where lssues were 
exposed and questions were raised， 
that tutors Inay See that they are 
perpetuating a system which is 
politically controlled. 

-With increased Political aware- 
Dess, the“why'"s”and“how?s”of 
social action with respect to edu- 
cational reform can gradually be 
defined. Tutors can play a crucial 
role im educating themselves and 
others about this, as zuell as provid- 
ing apresently necessary serVice to 
the community”s chjildren.
